To suppose the Fourth Command in the Dec- 
alogue to have been of a ceremonial nature, and 
obligatory only upon the Jews, is at once to ex- 
empt all others from the original Law of the Sab- 
bath, and to open the flood-gates of Infidelity. 
That the Jews, having been selected for a spe- 
cial purpose, and favoured with special commu- 
nications ftom God, were under special obliga- 
tions to regard every Divine Command, we can 
easily conceive. So was the stranger within 
their gates. This was reasonable, and just, be- 
cause he participated in their special blessings; 
and because it was important, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the contaminating influence of hea- 
thenish example. 

Another and more plausible argument, to 
prove, that the Fourth Command was ceremoni- 
al, and intended only for the Jews, has been rais- 
ed from the following words: Six days shalt thou 
labour, and do all thy work ; but the seventh day 
is the Sabbath of the Lord, thy God. Now, as 
the seventh day ceased to be observed, as a Sab- 
bath, with the Ceremonial Law of the Jews, some 
have concluded, that the whole of the Command, 
requiring the sanctification of a Sabbath, was 
merely ceremonial, designed only for the Jews; 
and that under the Christian Dispensation we 
have no command to Remember the Sabbath 
day, to keep it holy. This, however, is separat- 
ing what4ied hath joined together. It is strik- 
ingewtet stroke the Fourth Command 
entirely from the Moral, and attaching it to the

eth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any people.” 
Until all shall be fully aware, how deeply their 
greatest and best interests, both national and per- 
sonal, are involved in this question, a discussion 
of it can never be unseasonable. It is important, 
that Christians should think more, and feel more, 
upon this subject ; that they should’be of the same 
mind, and of the same judgment, lest by discord- 
ant views, they should weaken each other’s hands 
in the work of the Lord. 

All mankind are, and ever have been, under 
solemn, moral obligation to Remember the Sab- 
bath day, to keep it holy: Nor would there have 
ever been a nation, family, or individual, depriv- 
ed of the benefits, arising from the religious ob- 
servance of this hallowed day, if they had chos- 
en to retain God in their knowledge, and to glo- 
rify him, as God! ‘The Sabbath was instituted 
before the fall, to afford innocent man a special 
season of sacred rest; that he might the more 
intently and devoutly contemplate the wonderful 
works of creation, and celebrate the praise of 
their adorable Author. If the Sabbath were ne- 
cessary before the fall, it certainly could not af- 
terwards be lessso. What, then, but an abroga- 
tion of the Sabbath on the part of Him, who ap- 
pointed it, can release a moral agent from his 
obligation to remember, and sanctify it? Apos- 
tacy, surely, has no such dispensing power. Sin 
weakens the sense of moral obligation; but this 
is sin, and not excuse: Unless we mean to say, 
the less the sense of obligation to God, the great- 
et the excuse for disobedience. 

_ "Phat mankind are universally under moral ob- 
ligation to sanctify the Sabbath, is evident from 
the fact, that the Divine command. enjoining 
this duty, makes a part of the Moral Law, as de- 
livered by Moses. If all the other commands in 
the Decalogue be moral in their nature, and uni- 
versally binding on mankind, why not the Fourth, 
which requires them to Remember the Sabbath- 
day, and keep it holy? With the rest of the 
Moral Law it was written on stone by the finger 
of God; was deposited in the Ark of the Testi- 
mony for safe keeping; and ought to be engray- 
en on every human heart. , 

But some have supposed the Fourth Command 
to be merely ceremonial, and binding only on 
the Jews, because the Decalogue is prefaced 
with these words: I am the Lord, thy God, 


it in the manner prescribed in their Ritual, is al- 
sotrue: But notwithstanding there has been a 
change in the day, and in the manner of sancti- 
fying it, by divine appointment, under the Chris- 
ttan Dispensation, the Moral Law, requiring the 
sanctification of a weekly Sabbath, has sustained 
no change. The moral obligation to sanctify a 
weekly Sabbath is expressed in the first clause 
of the Fourth Command ; Remember the Sab- 
bath day, tokeep it holy. The rest of that com- 
mand was merely exegetical. Whatever relates 
merely to the external performance of any duty, 
and to the time of that performance, must neces- 
sarily be positive, or ceremonial, in its nature; 
and why should not either, or both, be changed, 
if God be pleased so to order it? And yet the 
general nature, and design, and moral obligation 
of the Sabbath remain essentially the same, in 
the Patriarchal Ages, under the Jewish, and 
Christian Dispensations? ‘The moral obligation, 
therefore, to sanctify one whole day in seven, 
must, in the nature of things, be essentially the 
same in all ages and nations; although some, 
from particular circumstances, may be under 
more special obligations, than others less favour- 
ed, to observe that hallowed day. A change in 
the day can no more affect the moral obligation, 
than a change in the forms of religious worship. 

That the Fourth Command in the Decalogue 
essentially consists in the sanctification of one 
whole day in seven, rather than in the sanctifi- 
cation of the same precise portion of time, must 
be evident from the fact, that, holy time necessa- 
rily commences earlier, or later, as the Meridian 
of any particular place may be East, or West. 
The infpitely wise and holy Lawgiver cannot 
require natural impossibilities of any of his crea- 
tures. Nevertheless, to prevent, so far as possi- 
ble, any worldly interference with the holy du- 
ties of that hallowed day, it was necessary that 
the natural day, to be religiously set apart, 
should be designated. The day, thus to be set 
apart by divine appointment, was the Seventh 
from the Creation, and the First, after the works 
of creation were completed; and the day was 
the same, as well before, as after the promulga- 
tion of the Moral Law by Moses, and so contin- 
ued, until the Resurrection of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. As mankind naturally look first at pri- 





in the 50th chapter of Isaiah. Alo the sons of 
the stranger, that join themselves tethe Lord, to 
serve him, and to love the name of the Lord, to 
be his servants; every one that kepeth the Sab- 
bath from polluting it, and taketh told of my co- 
venant; even them will I bring to my holy moun- 


er; their burnt offerings and their sac‘iifices shall 
be acceptable on my altar; for my iouse shall 
be called an house of prayer for all pople. ‘The 
Lord God, who gathereth the outcats of Israel, 
saith, yet will I gather others to him eside those, 
that are gathered to him. The hous of God was 
never called an house of prayer fa all people, 
until after the commencement of the Christian 
Dispensation ; but now two or thre may find the 
house of God, wherever they met in the name 
of Christ, and worship the Father in spirit and 
in truth. Under this Dispensation, therefore, the 
Sabbath, according to this prophecy, was to con- 
tinue a Divine Institution, was to be kept free 
from pollution, and the blessing of God was to 
attend its observance. 

Furthermore, was there any intimation, that 
there would be a change in regafd to the day, to 
be sanctified as the Christian Sabbath? There 
was in Psalm cxviii. Open to me the gates of 
righteousness; I will go into them, and I will 
praise the Lord, This gate of the Lord, into 
which the righteous enter, I will praise thee, 
for thou hast heard me, and art become my sal- 
vation. The stone, which the builders refused, 
is become the head stone of the corner. This is 
the Lerd’edeing, and it ia maryellous-inour eyes. 
This is the day, which the Lord. bath made, we 
will be giad and rejoice in it. ‘This day, on 
which Christ who had been setat nought, and 
crucified by the Jewish builders, arose from the 
dead, and became the head-stone of the corner, 
according to the Scripture; this is the day, which 
the Lord hath made. So the inspired Aposiles 
understood it. This is the day, on which the 
Christian Church has ever since assembled for 
public worship; and on which the voice of re- 
joicing and salvation has been heard in the tab- 
ernacles of the righteous. ‘The first day of the 
week, therefore, is the Christian Sabbath; and 
the Moral Law bears upon it with no less force, 
than it did upon the Seventh day under the Jew- 
ish Dispensation. Remember tae Sabbath day, 
to keep it holy. 

From the Creation to the Resurrection of 
Christ, the Seventh day was remembered and 
kept holy by the pious Patriarchs and Jews. 
They felt the moral obligation to love, and serve, 
and worship the true God. But were not all 
mankind under moral obligation to be pious? 
Even Gentiie nations were morally bound to 
sanctify the Sabbath agreeably to original ap- 
pointment; and the Jews agreeably to the Mosa- 
ic Ritual. From the Resurrectionof Christ, the 
First day of the week, instead of the Seventh, 
has been sanctified by pious Christians, as the 
Sabbath of the Lord, our God: And are not all 
mankind now morally bound t@ love, and serve, 
and worship God in the Gospel of his dear Son? 
Or do we make void the Law through Faith? 
God forbid; yea, we establish the Law. Christ 
having all power in heaven and earth, to Him 
Jews and Gentiles are required to bow in reve- 
rential subjection; to seek the remission of sins 
that are past through the forbearance of God, and 
grace to fulfil the whole Law. Not only so, the 
Gospel was conveyed by the Apostles and primi- 
tive Christians into every payt of the then known 
world; the Sovereignty of Christ was proclaim- 
ed, and the nature of his kingdom. Why did 
not all the Nations embrace the Gospel of the 
kingdom, and sanctify the Christian Sabbath in 
token of their allegiance to the Son of God? 
Their depravity certainly canuot exonerate them 
from the obligation of the Moral Law, not even 
that part of it, which relates to the sanctification 
of the Christian Sabbath.

‘This delightful partof 
the service is rendered tenfold more so by the 
sight of old men and children (with whom the 
aisle is crowded) striving to catch the sacred 
song. All eyes are upon our lips ; and every one 
endeavours to imitate the movements of our 
mouths. Singing being ended, the people kneel 
down with their faces upon the ground, in which 
position they remain during the time of prayer. 
This is concluded in the form prescribed by our 
Lord, Matthew vi. 9—13, in which all present 
join, with an audible voice, repeating it after me, 
word for word, in the Kaffer tongue. . 

«Then they rise from their knees, and having 
taken their seats, again, I proceed by reading the 
‘Ten Commandments ;’ (also in Kaffer;) and at 
the conclusion of each, Mr. T. (the artisan) leads 
the responses, followed by the whole congrega- 
tion: and to hear an assembly of almost naked 
pagans, whose ears the sound of Jehovah’s name 
has but just reached, crying with one voice, 
‘Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our 
hearts to keep this law,’ is much more affecting 
than it is possible to express. Having finished 
reading the commandments, we again sing a 
hymn, as at the first ; afier which, I address them 
upon some plain Scripture truth: in illustrating 
which, both perspicuity and simplicity are abeo- 
lutely requisite. A short sermon being delivered, 
and another verse or two sung, the service is con- 
cluded with prayer, and all quietly retire.

“Allis vanity. Every reflecting mind must con- 
cur in the justness of this observation, Whether 
we look into the moral or natural world, it is equally 
obvious. ‘The storied obelisk, the marble column, 
the triumphal arch, worn by the corroding hand of 
time, crumbles into dust. Splendid cities, whose 
lofty spires once pierced the clouds, and whose tur- 
rets, battlements, and walls, seemed to bid defiance 
to the utmost exertion of human power, in a short 
series of years are inhabited oul 
the plain. Monarchs, at whose word millions trem- 
bled, on whose lips hung the fate of nations, have 
long since become harmless and inoffensive as the 
prattling babe in the arms of maternal care. Poets, 
Orators, Philosophers, monuments of intellectual 
greatness, who once shone like celestial luminaries 
in the hemisphere of genius, are now known only 
by their names.” 

Little thought he, his name in early life would be 
erased from the catalogue of the living. So it was. 
He died just as he was about entering his profession 
at Andover,—and fell a sacrifice to that complaint, 
which so many students and divines have found to 
impede and prevent their progress. 

In 1821 he presented a Concordance of the Bible 
to one of his relatives, accompanied by the follow- 
ing expressive lines.
